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SPECIMEN  JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL  PROGRAMS  OF 

STUDY. 


“  Kindly  send  me  copies  of  junior  high-school  programs  of  study 
or  tell  me  where  I  may  obtain  copies  of  such  programs  ”  is  the  content 
of  numerous  letters  received  by  the  Bureau  of  Education.  In 
order  that  these  requests  may  be  granted,  this  leaflet,  which  contains 
25  programs  of  study  selected  from  those  on  file  in  this  office,  has 
been  prepared.  Four  of  the  programs  included  are  the  work  of 
State  departments  of  public  instruction  and  21  of  city  school  depart¬ 
ments.  The  programs  may  be  considered  typical  of  those  in  use 
in  both  the  smaller  and  larger  cities  in  various  sections  of  the  country. 

A  comparison  of  the  25  programs  reveals  the  fact  that  while  no 
two  are  exactly  alike,  certain  principles  are  fairly  well  adhered  to. 
One  is  that  the  first  junior  high-school  year,  or  at  least  the  first  half 
of  that  year,  should  be  a  transition  or  an  adjustment  period  and 
I  hat  for  this  reason  the  courses  should  be  a  continuation  of  the 
elementary  courses  but  presented  from  a  new  viewpoint.  Some 
schools,  however,  offer  electives  in  the  first  junior  high-school  year. 
Of  the  25  school  systems  represented,  15  offer  electives  in  the  first 
year,  22  in  the  second,  and  25  in  the  third. 

The  usual  type  of  program  is  that  of  the  single  curriculum  with 
constants  and  variables.  Of  the  25  systems,  16  have  a  single  cur¬ 
riculum,  6  have  a  single  curriculum  in  the  first  two  years  and  two  or 
more  curriculums  in  the  third  year ;  one  has  a  single  curriculum  in  the 
first  year  and  more  than  one  in  the  second  and  third.  Only  two 
have  more  than  one  curriculum  beginning  with  the  first  year.

JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL  PROGRAMS  OF  STUDY. 


It  will  be  noted  from  the  foregoing  table  that  in  the  first  and  second 
years  English,  mathematics,  and  social  science  (history,  civics,  and 
geography)  are  required  of  all  pupils.  In  the  third  year,  English  is 
the  only  course  required  by  all  the  school  systems  represented. 
Manual  training,  home  economics,  physical  education,  music,  and 
art  are  required  by  most  of  the  schools  in  the  first  year.  General 
science  has  not  been  adopted  as  widely  as  might  be  supposed. 

To  supplement  the  foregoing  table  the  following  table  is  presented 
to  show  the  number  of  programs  in  which  certain  courses  are  set  down 
as  required  of  every  pupil  at  some  time  within  the  three  years:

Anyone  making  a  comparison  of  these  recent  programs  of  studies 
with  those  of  a  few  years  ago  will  find  that  in  the  earlier  programs 
there  was  but  little  attempt  to  reorganize  the  program  of  studies  in 
the  grades  constituting  the  junior  high  school.  Possibly  a  foreign 
language,  algebra,  and  a  few  other  subjects  were  offered  as  electives, 
but  the  required  subjects  were  practically  the  same  in  content  as 
those  of  the  old  seventh  and  eight  grades.  This  is  still  too  true  in 
some  schools  designated  as  junior  high  schools,  but  the  aim  now, 
whether  it  has  been  fully  realized  or  not,  is  to  make  a  survey  of  the 
chief  departments  of  human  knowledge  at  that  period  of  the  child’s 
life  when  he  demands  change,  variety,  and  human  interest  rather 
than  completeness  and  logical  arrangement.  The  work  of  the 
junior  high  school,  then,  can  well  comprise  the  giving  of  courses  in 
English  literature,  general  social  science,  general  mathematics, 
general  science,  foreign  language  for  those  who  have  the  ability  and 
the  desire  to  study  such,  music,  art,  physical  education,  and  the 
practical  arts.  By  pursuing  such  courses  a  pupil  has  landmarks  of 
the  chief  fields  of  knowledge  established,  and  is  much  better  equipped 
to  leave  school  permanently  or  to  go  on  into  the  senior  high  school 
than  the  pupil  who  has  been  doing  nothing  in  the  seventh  and  eighth 
grades  but  reviewing  the  work  of  the  fifth  and  sixth  grades,  which  is 
usually  a  most  stultifying  process,  opening  up  no  new  fields  as  do  the 
general  courses  of  the  junior  high  school. 

To  assist  those  who  are  preparing  junior  high-school  programs  and 
courses  of  study,  a  bibliography  of  the  more  recent  publications  is 
appended.  A  few  State  and  city  junior  high-school  courses  are  in¬ 
cluded,  most  of  which  may  doubtless  be  had  by  addressing  the  State 
or  city  school  superintendents.
